MINUTES THE OUTGOING EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE MEETING September 1953 


Members the Executive Committee present: Garner, Hobbs, Holt, Hunt, Macfarlane, Zubin. 
Members the Executive Committee absent: Beck, Mowrer, Harris, Tolman 
Committee chairmen present: Ellis, Grummon, Kaback, Rabin, Seeman, Symonds, Thompson. 


The Executive Committee was called order Dr. Hunt The following committee 
reports were received and discussed: 


AUDITING The Secretary-Treasurer, reporting for the auditors, stated that the 
books were order and approved. (The financial report the Division found 
Page the The budget published the August Newsletter was recommend- 
the membership. 


SUB-COMMITTEE MEMBERSHIP: Dr. Macfarlane recalled the group that responses received 
from members concerning this report, and pointed out that most the objections indicated 

wish for less clinical activity the membership requirements. Dr. Macfarlane 
felt that since the entire problem membership status being reviewed the APA's Policy 
and Planning Board, the Division might defer its action the total APA acts. Consider- 
able discussion followed this introduction. Dr. Grummon, retiring chairman the Membership 
Committee, appealed for better definition the membership requirements. There was some 
feeling that the opinion this Division about membership standards might well helpful 

the APA making its changes. Considerable time was spent discussing the possible 
ABEPP certification and Division fellowship. Some discussants felt 
that the two should closely interrelated, with ABEPP diplomate status being requirement 
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for Fellowship; others pointed out that this would unjust persons the teaching 

area who were not prepared obtain ABEPP certification. suggestion was made that two 
avenues fellowship might devised for this Division, one for those clinical work 
and one, equally rigorous, for those research the field clinical and abnormal 
psychology. 


COMMITTEE INTEREST GROUPS: Dr. Symonds, reporting for his committee, stated that 
invitation interest groups communicate with his committee had brought forth little 
response, and that felt the committee should dissolved. After some discussion, the 
Executive Committee concluded that the need for such committee longer existed, and 
accepted Dr. Symonds' recommendation with thanks for his work this connection. 


PROGRAM COMMITTEE: Dr. Hunt pointed out the increasing interest among members symposia 
rather than papers the annual meeting. informed the Executive Committee that the 
APA Board Directors had asked the Divisions for their opinion regarding the kind 
program they would like. 


COMMITTEE POST-DOCTORAL INSTITUTES: Dr. Kaback reported that participants had attended 
the 1953 institute and that the committee felt the institute had been successful and 
recommended the continuance the Post-Doctral Institutes. Some discussion the possibility 
organizing and financing such institutes through other sponsors than the Division followed. 
was pointed out that the original hope the Division establishing its institutes was 
that other groups would stimulated organize similar training facilities. The possibility 
having University departments sponsor such institutes was explored some extent. part 
the report this committee, number participants the 1953 Divisional institute 
spoke the value they had found attending the sessions. 


COMMITTEE PSYCHOTHERAPY: Dr. Seeman reported that his committee was beginning get som 
returns from its requests for verbatim therapy interviews. was the feeling Dr. 
Seeman's committee that although there had been many initial problems setting the 
program, now appeared that the protocols were going useful for training purposes. 
The committee hopes that some centralized scheme for distributing the materials can 
worked out. The discussion the work this committee brought forth several suggestions: 
that the committee consider setting criteria for the collection protocols, that this 
project considered pilot study, perhaps taken over later some other body, and 
that the committee keep record its procedures, case other groups might face some 
the same problems later. 


COMMITTEE PRIVATE PRACTICE: Dr. Ellis stated that his committee's report standards 
for unsupervised practice would published the September AMERICAN PSYCHOLOGIST. 
was suggested that ABEPP diplomate status might well considered qualification for 
independent private practice. Thus any person who has ABEPP certification would expect 
the support his profession his practice. difficulties which such requirement 
would create, view the fact that many persons have not yet taken the ABEPP examina- 
tions, was pointed out. 


COMMITTEE REGIONAL MEETINGS: Dr. Thompson presented her committee's official report (see 
page She raised the question the advisability holding special Divisional sessions 
the time the regional meetings; the Executive Committee felt that this was logical 
time for such meetings. She also requested earlier appointment committee members, 
that committee activities could get under way earlier. 
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COMMITTEE TEACHING CLINICAL PSYCHOLOGY: Dr. Rabin reported that his committee had com- 
pleted its work compiling complete bibliography doctoral dissertations since 
had classified these. The trends represented the study are published the 

RICAN PSYCHOLOGIST the spring. Meanwhile copies the bibliography are available 
from Dr. Rabin. 


The remainder the meeting was devoted discussion the issues discussed the 
APA Council, and ways insuring that the attitudes and wishes the Divisional member- 
ship expressed the Council. was pointed out that the APA Board Directors was 
concerned over the problem Divisional autonomy. Although the Board feels that Divisions 
have more autonomy than they realize, still was considered desirable request that 
Divisions discuss this issue and communicate with the Board concerning it. Two matters 
touching upon the general problem autonomy, for example, are the question the return 
unexpended Divisional funds the APA, and the propriety possibility Division's 
founding its own journal. Some general discussion these points followed. was suggested 
that the matter insuring just Divisional representation the APA presidency referred 
the Policy and Planning Board for study. 


The meeting was adjourned 5:00 PM. 


MINUTES THE ANNUAL BUSINESS MEETING September 1953 


The first items business for the annual meetingwere the presentation and discussion 
the various committee reports. The reports the Secretary-Treasurer, the Auditing 
Committee, the Program Committee, the Committee Diagnostic Devises, the Committee 
Post-Doctoral Institutes, the Committee Research, the Regional Meetings Committee and 
Committee Teaching Clinical Psychology, were presented and accepted with thanks. 
here was little discussion these reports from the floor. 


The report the Committee Nominations and Elections included the announcement the 
officers the Division: 


President-Elect: Harold Hildreth 
Divisional Representative the APA Council: Roe and Victor Raimy 
Member-at-Large the Executive Committee: George Kiein 


The report the Membership Committee presented Dr. Grummon, contained the nominations 
candidates for Fellowship and Associate status the Division (see pages 10). 

Dr. Grummon described the difficulty one committee's processing the increasingly large 
number membership applications, and requested the membership and the Executive Committee 

consider ways meeting this problem. also moved that the deadline for receipt 
applications for associates moved back from February October lst, line with the 
change APA procedure for Fellows. The motion was seconded and carried. The effect this 
change set the deadline for the receipt application blanks for both Associates and 
Fellows the Division October For associates, the new deadline goes into effect 
October for associates who wish considered the fall 1955; remains 
February 15, 1954, for associates who wish considered the fall 1954. For fellows, 
the new deadline, determined APA action, went into effect October 1953. 


The report the Sub-Committee Membership Standards, presented Dr. Macfarlane, aroused 
considerable discussion from the floor. members spoke favor the first philosophy 
membership suggested the committee; that membership the Division predicated large- 
upon interest. Others felt that, until ABEPP's activities were more widespread, the 
ivision would have continue appraise qualifications and clinical competence well 
interest. pointed out that Divisional membership often taken presumption 
clinical competence, even though the more official statement competence that made 
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ABEPP. Many members spoke strongly opposition making the Divisional membership com- 
mittees into certifying Boards. the other hand, was generally recognized that the 
public perception Division members one which implies qualification clinical skills 

and the acceptance members competent their colleagues the field. seemed plain 
from the discussion that the diversity opinion was great prevent any action 

the present time. The report the committee was accepted with thanks. 


Dr. Kelly, reporting for the Committee Interprofessional Relations, summarized the 
activities the year the field legislation and relations with psychiatry. 
described the series meetings between representatives the American Psychological 
Association and the American Psychiatric Association, held effort obtain further 
understanding between the two professions. also pointed out that the revised report 
the Ad-Hoc Committee Relations with Other Professions had been submitted the APA 
Council for approval, and that this report made definite statements policy many pro- 
fessional issues. 


The Committee Private Practice will publish its report standards for the unsupervised 
practice clinical psychologists the AMERICAN PSYCHOLOGIST. Dr. Ellis, reporting for 

his committee, raised the question the definite statement the Hoc Committee's 

report concerning independent practice. Dr. Kelly interpreted the Hoc Committee's state- 
ment for the group. pointed out that the implication the that persons 
holding ABEPP diplomate status would position seek support from their psychological 
colleagues difficulties arose during their independent practice; persons not holding such 
status who entered independent private practice would themselves have the burden proving 
that they deserved the support the association case difficulty. 


The remainder the meeting time was given over discussion such special issues 
were being considered the APA Council, with view informing the Divisional 
tives the Council the wishes the membership. Dr. reporting for the Divisional 
Representatives, presented the problems divisional autonomy and convention planning for 
general discussion. There was long consideration the topic convention program organiza- 
tion, with many opinions being expressed favor experimentation with new types 

program offerings. Dr. Klein moved that the Division instruct the Program Committee explore 
more freely and vigorously the presentation, and even the structure the entire time 
allotment for the program the Yivision. The motion was seconded and carried. Dr. Hildreth, 
the new chairman the Divisional Program Committee, obtained straw vote certain issues 
concerning the program: e.g., how many persons would fail obtain travel expenses meetings 
the number papers were curtailed, how many would favor the presentation some papers 

abstract only, with authors present for questioning, how many would favor special interest 
sessions one hour, and how many would favor smaller number papers and more discussion 
time. was suggested that perhaps invited speaker could cover research trends 

given field; this suggestion was opposed some who felt the function the meetings was 

provide opportunity for face-to-face exchange opinion. 


The Secretary-Treasurer outlined the problem the return funds from Divisional 
accounts the APA account. This never real problem for Division 12, since spend 

the APA moneys well advance the end the fiscal year, and depend most heavily the 
income from the special Divisional assessmént. 


was reported that the second informal discussion meeting members with the officers 
and representatives the Division had been held and that very lively and full discussion 
Divisional issues had gone among the forty fifty persons present. 


lengthy discussion the question proper representation the various Divisions 
APA presidency followed. members felt that Division should suggest means ensuring 
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that one Division the APA should represented the APA presidency two years 
succession, while others felt that the free election APA presidents should proceed 
the past. motion the effect that the Division recommended that two successive 
residents the APA should from the same Division was made and seconded, but tabled for 
extended discussion.

Functions the Research Committee 


The discussions the Committee have been directed primarily towards the determination 
its functions. Available reports the previous research committees were carefully examined 
and considered. The functions selected for recommendation appear feasible within 


limitations the time and energy the Committee members and apparently are not performed 
any other group. 


Recommended Functions 


The principal functions the Research Committee will follows: 


bring the attention the Division each year those critical areas clinical 
abnormal psychology which appear greatest need investigation, study 


truism that individual research becoming increasingly specialized. Students, 
teachers, research workers, and practicing clinicians often express the desire for guidance 
the areas their field which could most profitably explored and studied. 


Basic research and clinical practice would both benefit from listing critical 
problems, areas methods overlooked, underdeveloped, need special attention. 


facilitate the coordination research among Division members. 


The philosophy the Research Committee that creative scientific work can and 
should coordinated and integrated but never controlled regimented. Towards the end 
coordination, the Committee can stimulate and provide optimal conditions for research 

workers get together common problems and pool their resources, time and skills. 


stimulate and improve the interchange scientific information among members the 
Division. 


Information the problems that other research people the field are currently 
working obvious importance. stimulates communication between research workers, 


promotes the integration the scientific community and quickens the interchange 
facts, theories, and techniques. 


Procedures for Implementing Functions

(1) Each year your Committee, with the aid broadly represeritative groups areas 
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the country (say, San Francisco, Chicago, Washington and St. Louis) will review current 
research and make listing, order importance, areas most need 

attention investigation members the Division. The Research Committee will forward 
combined listing the Division. 


(2) the light these critical areas theory, methodology, clinical practice, 
special symposia will promoted the Committee for recommendation the Division. 


(3) Conferences extending over much week length,concerning broad critical topics, 
will recommended the Division. Financial support could probably secured from 

Federal state agencies. are such topics the treatment the schizophrenic, 
learning theory relation psychotherapy, statistical techniques for handling test 
patterns, basic variables psychopathology. 


(4) list research projects that seem desirable will prepared for circulation. The 
recommended projects will arise out the problems suggested the list critical areas. 


Function 


(1) Division members will asked send the Committee their suggestions, from which 
the most popular ones will selected for action. 


(2) The committee will arrange, through Division, for several meetings the American 
Psychological Association annual convention, for interested persons get together and 
consider the feasibility pooling data. Clearly the ego-involved research worker far 
more likely collect reliable and valid data than one who receives recognition and 
participates administrative order. 


Function 


(1) The National Science Foundation will contacted your Committee with view 
exploring the objective improving the exchange information research studies 


progress. 


(2) The Committee will act intermediary for universities and Federal and state 
agencies send listings research under way the area abnormal and clinical 
psychology, the National Science Foundation.
